THE STATE PRISON. 


Continuation of the Investigation 
at San Quentin. 


FURTHER EVIDENCE IN THE CASE.

S a n Q d e n tin S t a t e P r is o n , July 7th.— 
The second regular meeting, the first held 
here, of tfce Commissioeerg appointed by 
Governor Perkins to inquire into th« charges 
made against Warden Ames, of the San 
Quentin State Prison, took place this morn­ 
ing in the clerk’s office within the prison 
yard. Present—Commissioners Mills, Gibbs 
and W att, 
Prison Directors Pverson and 
Shell were in attendance. 
All the San Fran­ 
cisco papers were represented by reporters, 
who, with the witnesses and officers of the 
prison and Commissioners, comprised a con­ 
siderable company. 


THE GOVERNOR’S I.ETTKR OF INSTRUCTIONS. 
Following is a copy of the letter of instruc­ 
tions sent by the Governor to the Commis­ 
sioners : 
I respectfully ask your consideration to the 
following carnea of investigation, in addition 
to those involved in the conduct of the Board 
and W arden: 
First—Is the appointment of the subordi­ 
nate officers ana employes of the priscu made 
by reason of fitness for their position, or does 
political nr personal influence secure it with­ 
out regard to qualifications ? 
Second—Consider the previous manage­ 
ment of the prison under ill- oid system, with 
a view of its comparison with the present? 
F»y this I mean as to tiie cost of supporting 
the prisoners, their emplovment, sanitary 
condition, moral improvement, and the gen- 1 
eral discipline and economy that prevail in ' 
the several departments of the prison. 
Third—About forty prisoners per month 
are discharged from the prisoH to mingle 
in the community. 
W hat is ttuir influence 
upon society ? Do the statistics of the prison 
show that its influence has been of a reforma­ 
tory nature, and does it compare favorably 
with other penal institutions in sitter States ? 
Fourth—Has the pardoning power been 
judiciously exercised ? W hat percentage, if 
any, of thoee pardoned or commuted have 
been convicted and returned to prison ? 
Fifth—Has the purchase of machinery and 
material liy the Board of Directors, with a 
view of making the prison self-sustair.ing, 
been a wise expenditure, and has the appro­ 
priation for this purpc.se been honorably and 
judiciously expended? In the examination 
of these suhjse-ts you will please bear in mind 
that after the lit of January next all convict 
labor by contrect ceases. 
I further desire and particularly request of 
you that you will not confine your investiga­ 
tions to those mentioned subjects alone, but 
that in yonr judgment and wisdom you will 
make a thorough and plenary examination of 
any and all matters relating to the manage­ 
ment of the prison, the administration of the 
Directors and the conduct of its officials ; and 
further, that you will suggest such opinions 
as you may deem of advantage to the inter­ 
est of the prison and benefit of the taxpayers. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 
The Commission was called to order by 
Chairman Mills at 11 o’clock. 
A Mr. Donovan, of San Francisco—the 
Commission could not recall his Christian 
name—was appointed Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Commission. 
Mr. Owens, of the San Jose Mercury, then 
called two witnesses, but both were absent. 
Chairman MilD then gavs instructions to 
the Secretary to issue subpenas for tfce im­ 
mediate and regular attendance of the ab­ 
sent witnesses, and have them served by the 
Sergeant-at Arms. 
Mr. Owen» said he would like a subpena 
issued for the attendance of Ji hn Caswell, 
known under the soubriquet of "Jack, the 
Boat-bullder.” 
The Secretary was instructed tu issue file 
necessary subpena for the witness’attendance. 
A subjiei.a was also ordered issued for the 
attendance on Monday next of P. J . Spspter 
a3 a witness. 
While waiting for the witnesses cited by 
Mr. Owens to appear. Commissioner Mills 
ordered the minutes of yesterday’s proceed­ 
ings read. 
The Secretary replied that he had not had 
time to write them all up, and that some cor­ 
rections had to be made. 
* 
After some disc ission, the Secretary was 
requested to retire and completa the writing 
of them up, so that they could be read in full 
in proper order. 


THE VIL3T WITNESS. 
James Sharp, the fiist witness, was called 
and sworn, and testified as follows: 
Am 
acting in the capacity of guard. 
[At this point Chairman Mills repeated the 
atsurki.ee that whatever his evidence would 
be, it would in no s- nse militate against him 
in his position ; that tiro Commission assured 
him of this, as did Warden Ames.] 
The witness continued : Have nothing to 
do with the prison gates nr gatekeeper; 
know the convict Denton ; don’t know of 
his entering at unusual hours ; have never 
seen Warden Ames under the iDflnence of 
liquor ; I know that the yacht was built here 
at the prison ; do not know if it was built of 
materials belonging to the State ; the yacht 
is in charge of a convict; lie sleeps on board 
of i t ; he is in prh-on garb ; the yacht is not 
used for State purposes; it is need by the 
officers of the prison for their pleasure ; have 
nothing to do with the prison shope. 
To Commissioner Gibbs—Don’t think the 
Warden con'.d be under the influence of 
liquor u Ubout my noticing it if I had seen 
him ; have seen him come from the San 
Francisco ferrj’b o at; never noticed him at 
such times io be under the influence of liquor; 
I k n o w t h e c o D v ic t in charge of t h e yacht; 


d o n ’t k n o w w h e n h is time expires; d o n ’t 


k n o w h is name; have been 
h e r o 
s ix t e e n 


m o n th s . 
To Warden Ames—Have never had any 
conversation with any one respecting this in­ 
vestigation ; did not know that it was the in­ 
tention to carry it to this extent. 
Mr. Owens remarked that he was not 
aware of there being any question of the wit­ 
ness being intimidated. 
To Mr. Mills—Came here on the 12th or 
13th of M arch; 
came from Nortonville, 
Contra Corta county; was Constable, and 
sometimes discharged the duties of Deputy 
Sheriff of the county; was nominated for 
Sheriff by the regular Republican Conven­ 
tion ; after my defeat I got Mr. Sears to use 
bis influence for me to obtain my present 
position ; have known Mr. Sears since he 
was a boy. 
To Warden Ames—Called on you in San 
Francisco ; don’t remember your giving any 
reason why I should not be appointed ; you 
asked me if I was married ; yes, I recollect 
now that you told me that the accommoda­ 
tions for married men here were limited; 
recollect your telling me afterwards here, in 
a humorous way, that perhaps I could recol­ 
lect now what you meant in saying the ac­ 
commodations for married men were limited, 
Mr. Mills—Do you know, or have you seen, 
anything irregular in the management of the 
prison ? 
Witness (after a pause)—Xo. 
Warden Ames desired that the question 
might be more specific. 
Mr. Mills stated that he wished to know, 
in a general way, first, as to what may liave 
come under the witness’ observation. 
The Warden stated that in hia manage­ 
ment of the prison he had always given strict 
orders that no officer should interfere or de­ 


sire to know anything of tfce affairs of any 
other ; that evidence giveu iu a general wsy 
micht interfere r i.h the witnesses he had for 
rebuttal. 
The question was, however, repeated. 
Witness—No ; do not know of any irregu­ 
larities in the guard service, to which I am 
attached, and have no means of knowing in 
regard to the other. Yes, some convicts have 
at different times been permitted to go and 
come outside the prison limits. 


THE NEXT WITNESS 
Called was Wm. R. Da!/.eel, and was exam" 
ined by Mr. Owet-s. Never heard Warden 
Ames say he woulddlschaige anyG— d— man 
who'testified against him betore the Commis­ 
sion ; was appointed through the influence of 
Mr. Upham, of the firm of Fayot, Uph&m 
& Co. Upham wss a brother-in-law of wit­ 
ness, and a friend of Director Niff. 


THE DEPUTY W’ARDES. 
Captain KJ. Perkias, the Deputy W arder, 
was sworn, and testified. 
Ho knew convict 
Denson ; on one occasion the night patn-1 ar­ 
rested Denson in an intoxicated condition; 
the convict had been to San Rafael, and re­ 
turned to the prison at 12 o’clock at night; 
the night patrol saw him go into the W ar­ 
den’s office, and reported it to witness the 
next morning. Witness reported the case to 
the Warden ; heard nothing further of i t ; 
did not know any instance of diunkentesso n 
the part of Warden Ames ; was Deputy 
Warden ; had never discharged the duties of 
Warden. 
After a long and searching examination, it 
was shown that witness kept the time of the 
guard and detailed the guaid to their various 
postp. 
Witness, 
continuing, said: Had never 
signed any books or accounts; had not at 
any lime been instructed in hia duties as 
Warden, although ho was expected to act as 
Warden in the absence of that officer. 
Ys’it- 
ncss said his duties, in the absence of the 
Warden, did not differ from those discharged 
by him when the Warden was at hia post. 
Witness said that the Warden had issued an 
order to each officer forbidding him to make 
any report to a:.y other offi cer cf the prison 
as to the affairs in his department. To illus­ 
trate—the clerk was foibidden to fumhh any 
information of any matter in his department 
to the Commissary, who was forbidden to 
furnish 
:ny 
informalior. 
(o 
any ether 
officer concerning tfce affairs in his depart­ 
ment. The Depnty Warden was forbidden 
to furnish any information to any of the 
guards, or a guard himself to any other 
officer, etc. 


THE PRISON CARPENTER. 
.T. W. Pearce, the prison carpenter, testi­ 
fied that he had secu Warden Arne? frequent­ 
ly under the influence of liquor. 
In answer to a question as to whether his 
intoxication was to the ex teat of incapaci­ 
tating him from business, witness replied 
that the Warden would be much better off 
without it. When under the influence of 
liquor he was coarss, dictatorial and tyranni­ 
cal. 
Witness had charge of the lumber 
purchased for the use of the prison. On cne 
occasion he laid out 1,000 feet of redwood 
lumber and 500 feet of pine, for the purpose 
of finishing a house belonging to the State. 
A stranger who came to the prison for the 
purpose of building a water-wheel took some 
of the lumber away on a wagon, and said be 
had an order from Warden Ames to take 
that lumber. Witness allowed him to take it. 
He subsequently eaw the water-wheel, which 
had been budt in the prison out of this 
lumber, made up in packages for shipm ent. 
did not know the name of the man who built 
the wheel, or for whom it was built. W it­ 
ness knew that a yacht had fceen constructed 
for the Commissary. 
About 500 feet of floor­ 
ing belonging to the State was used in the 
construction of the yacht ; was not preeent 
when the lumber was taken, and did not 
measure i t ; was told that it would be taken 
aw ay; saw that it wa3 mifí-icg from the lum­ 
ber piles, end subsequently taw the same 
flooring being used in the construction of the 
vessel. 
Witness had charge of the lumber. 
Question—Suppose 10,000 feet of lumber 
had been purchased for tho uso of tfce State 
building, and suppose several jobs had been 
completed with this lumber, could you tell 
how much lumber had lutn ined for eich 
job? 
Answer— No. 
Question—If part of this 10,i.'0ti feet had 
bctn uaed in tho construction of tfce yacht, 
would you know how much had been used by 
measuring what remained, and after counting 
off what had been used in the Stata work ? 
Answer—No. 
CROSS-EXAMINED DY WARDEN AMES. 
Witness stated that Warden Ames had not, 
r.s he understood it, instructed him to keep a 
detailed account of the lumber used in any 
particular j )b ; did keep an account cf the 
lumber used in the construction of one house, 
and as the other houses had been built just 
like that, supposed the same amount of lum­ 
ber was used on the other houses ; hut didn’t 
know. 
Witness denied that he had received 
instruction from Warden Ames to keep an 
account of the lumber need iu each particular 
job. 
Witness stated that he had received 
the office of State carpenter through the re­ 
commendation of Deputy Warden Perkins. 
LIEUTENANT OF THE GUARD. 
11. A. Marten, Lieutenant of the Guard, 
testified that he had seen the Warden un­ 
der the influence of liquor ; he never was in­ 
toxicated at any time so as to incapacitate 
him for business ; merely showed that he had 
been drinking a little ; was a little more em­ 
phatic under the influenco of liquor than 
when sober. 
DEPUTT WARDEN PERKIN3 RECALLED. 
Question—How many guards have you in 
office? 
Answer—Sixty-two. 
Question by Commissioner W att—How 
many guards who had served under the last 
administration ? 
Answer—Three. 
Warden Ames—There are more than three. 
Question—How many more than three ? 
Warden Ames—Five. 
Question—In what time were the changes in 
which 57 were replaced effected ? 
Ames—In about two mouths. 
By Mr. W att—Why were the 57 men dis­ 
charged and 57 new men appointed ? 
Warden Ames—Well, some were discharged 
for drunkenness, and others resigned. 
Commissiouer Mills—Did you Bay that in 
two months 57 guards were discharged for 
drunkenness, making it necessary to appoint 
57 new men to fill their places ? 
Warden Ames—Some of them resigned. 
Commissioner Mills—Or were permitted to 
resign. 
Drunkenness must have become 
very epidemic. 
Warden Ames—I have in my possession a 
list handed to me by my predecessor in office. 
Governor Johnson, informing me of those 
who were trustworthy and those who were 
untrustworthy. I have discharged all those 
whom Governor Johnson certified to be un­ 
trustworthy. 
Dr. L. H. Carey was sworn, and on direct 
examination by Mr. Owens, said : Was ac­ 
quainted with convict H artw ell; received 
from Hartwell a letter in testimony before 
tho Commission ; received from Hartwell a 
list 
of 
articles 
manufactured 
by him 
for 
the Directors of 
the Prison; was 
told by Director Neff, in- the presence of 
Director Shell, that when Warden Ames was 
elected the Board of Directors stipulated 
that the Warden should retain the appoint­ 
ment of the gate-keeper of the front gate; 


that all other appointments were to remain 
iu the bands of the Directors : was also told 
by Director Neff that the Warden sent him 
a valuable present of costly furniture, which 
he (Mr. Neff) insisted upon paying for to the 
State ; he stated that Director Neff declared 
that he would have no presents from the 
Warden, and that tfce State should 1-e made 
good for the furniture sent to himself. 
W it­ 
ness state! that he had seen Warden Ames 
under the influence of liquor as many as 
twenty times, but not sufficiently drunk to 
incapacitate him from the discharge of hia 
duties as Warden. 
He testified regarding 
the conduct of the Warden towards himself. 
Tfce testimony from this witness, during a 
pericd of nearly two hours, w;;s declared to 
be irrevelent, and is therefore not summar­ 
ized in this report. 
Witness obtained his appointment through 
the influence of Governor Perkins. 
Was a 
graduate of aa Kastern medical university, 
from which institution he holds, or held, a 
diploma. 
Witness said he had occupied the 
position of resident physician for fourteen 
m onths; that he had opportunities for ob­ 
servation of every department of tfce prison, 
and of all the instrumentalities of reform ex­ 
isting iu the system. 
Question—W hat is there iu the existing 
system which affords a guarantee that crimi­ 
nals under its influence will be made better? 
Answer—I can’t say that I know cf any. 
Question—W hat influences exist w hose ten­ 
dencies would be in the direction of making 
a criminal worse ? 
Answer—I can’t say that I have given the 
subject sufficient thought and attentim to 
justify an answer. 
Question—Would a term of penal servitude 
in the prison, as now existiug, make a com­ 
paratively good man bad, or a bad man 
worse ? 
Answer—I am satisfied that there is a 
strong tendency iu tie existing system to sour 
their lives and make them more hopelets. 


J . J . OW ENS * 
Was sworn to one question—as to the in 
formation he had obtained from Dr. Carey. 
He sai l he had received ficm Dr. Carey in­ 
formation concerning the intemperance of 
the Warden and the manufacture of articles 
for the Directors by convict H artw ell; had 
obtained from Dr. Cnrey the inf- imation 
concerning the ovetbeaiirg and tyrannical 
deportment of the Warden toward officers 
and guards. 
ADJOURNMENT. 
Moral Instructor Cummings was placed on 
the stand, hut the prosecution stated that 
Mr. Cummings’ testimony would occupy at 
least half a day. There was then remaining 
but twenty minutes of the af.crnoon session, 
and the Commission adjourned until to­ 
morrow at 10 o'clock, when i* will meet 
again at San Q íeotio.

There are no less than twelve promising 
Eureka mining properties under bond to 
Eastern and European parties. 
A number 
of these sales will be consummated within 
the next two or three months. 
Several 
San Francisco capitalists are nnxious to 
secure properties in Eureka, and agents 
will shortly visit our district to see what 
can be had. 
Altogether we ought to have 
something of a mining boom here before 
snow flics.—-[Eureka (Nev.)

LOCAL INTEÜ.ICENGE. 


TH EA TER 
OP. 
HALL, 
OR 
BOTH. 


Some weeks ago a paper was circulated for 
signatures as a basin f ir a meeting of busi­ 
ness men to consider the question of securing 
the erection here of a new theater or place 
of public entertainment. 
The meeting was 
held last evening, h ut several of the signers 
for the call were out of the city, or otherwise 
prevented from attending. 
The meeting waB 
held a t the office of the Secretary of the 
Board of Trade, George E . Bate?. 
Jam es I. 
F elter was called to the chair. 
The m atter 
was discussed in various lights. 
I t was re­ 
solved to hold other meetings on the subject, 
and in the mean time to appoint a committeo 
to examine into the real want in the case, and 
w hat it is most needed and as to localities. 
The committee consists of Messrs. Belter, 
M cOlatchy and Goodhue, and it resolved to 
invite all citizens who desire, and builders 
and architects to subm it in writing their 
views in the premises. 
I t was resolved th a t 
whatever structure is put ut> should bo with­ 
in the section bounded by Fourth, Tenth, I 
and I. streets. 
The committee is to examine 
the whole ti.uation and ascertain what kind 
of a public building is best, and will beet 
meet the public want. I t is then to announce 
its readiness to report, and subm it plans and 
propositions. 
The Chairm an will then caii 
the meeting together, when the best means tf 
securing the erection of the structure that 
m ay be agreed on will be considered, whether 
by joint stock effort, direct subsidy, or by 
inducing private capital in single hand; to 
proceed with the work on the showtr.g made 
by the committee. 
TnS m atter was veiy 
thoroughly diron'ied, and the general judg­ 
m ent was against joint 
s’ock 
or com­ 
pany etfort, as it was believed it could 
be demonstrated 
that 
there is sufficient 
money reward in the scheme to induce pri­ 
vate capital to undertake the work. 
The 
question was discussed, and there was divided 
opinion as to w hether it is beat to have a 
theater pure and simple, a structure with a 
seating c a p a c ity for fully 1 ,0 0 0 or 1,500 per­ 
sons, with ample light, exits, v e n tila tio n and 
heating facilities, large and improved stage 
and scenery, etc. ; or a structure to combine 
both theater, hall and banquet room. 
In 
favor of the first plan it was held th at the 
need is for a well-appointed theater or opera 
house, devoted to the dram a alone, one that 
will be a credit to the city, and a pleasure to 
sit in, even if the performance on the stage 
is indifferent. 
On the othrr hand it was held 
th a t the city lias greater need for a large hall 
suitable for school exhibitions, fairs, concerts, 
balls, masquerades, conventions, receptions, 
banquets, etc. 
I t was stated that such halls 
are dow frequently erected and have proven 
successful, and th at are at the same time 
complete theatejs, the mechanism of the fl -or 
being such th at parquet and 6tage may be 
readily thrown 
into one. creating large 
floor space, 
and 
converting 
it into a 
■ •reat hall, leaving the circles and galleries 
for spectators alone. 
T hat with such there 
are us íally oounected banquet hitl's and kitch­ 
en, parlors and retiring rooms, etc , thus 
a apting tha building equally to theatric il 
represeutati n and all the other purposes for 
which a public ball is nsed. and enlarging the 
income beyond t a t possible for a building 
th at can be occupied only as a theater. Both 
plans found advocates, but the opinion was 
unanimous that one or the other structure 
should be erected. 
I t was also unanimously 
agreed th atw h a ’ev .r Imiloing is plai ned, it 
need not embroco fine architectural fionts, 
other than a t the entrances, and that the 
outer sections should he adapted to business 
use», and to that end th at plans would be re­ 
ceived invoIv:ng buildings already erected, as 
well as tho.-e looking to an entire new struct­ 
ure. 
The meeting adjourned subject to the 
caii ( f the Chair.

W a sh in g t o n , Ju ly 7th.— A very interest­ 
ing experiment was mads this morning by 
the officials in charge of 
the case agren t 
Gnittean, the result of which gives tho great­ 
est possible encourageiLcnt to the doctors, 
ar.d explains in a n-ca-u.e the favorable 
symptoms of the President. 
For instance, 
the size of the wound was so Urge, in the fir-’t 
place, as to adm it a finger. 
I t followed nl- 
most as a m atter of course that a large ball, 
entering where it did aud piercing to the ex­ 
tent th at a bill naturally would fired at 
short range, would produce fatal results ; but 
the experiment this morning has thrown new 
light upon the subject. 
Evidently Guitteau 
had never handled firearms, and knew noth­ 
ing about pistols. 
The pistol used by him 
was purchased at a little sporting bazar kept 
by one O’Mera, right opposite the Treasury 
Department. 
I t is one of the cheapest pis­ 
tols made, selling for 87. 
So cheap is this 
pistol th at at a distance of twelve or fifteen 
feet the best shot could hardly h it a door 
with it unless by accident. 
The assassin was 
not over six feet from the President when he 
fired the first shot, and did not touch his skin, 
for when the coat of the President was re­ 
moved the ball was found in the sleeve. 
This 
remarkable 
fact, 
hardly 
noticed 
a t the time, was tho 
basis of the in­ 
vestigation this morning. 
I t was argued 
th at if this hall, fired at a distance of six 
feet, did not have force enough to pass 
through the double fold of a coat sleeve, per­ 
haps the President’s wound was not as serious 
as has been supposed. 
The other cartridges 
of this pistol have since been examined, and 
similar cartridges. I t is found that, although 
the ball is large, there is the smallest pos­ 
sible quantity of powder in the cartridges. 
The cartridge itself is very forinidable-look- 
ing. but in fact the Bupply of powder is found 
to be utterly inadequate to force a bill 
through any great sulistance. This ball, fired 
against a board at a distance of a rod, fell 
back, merely making a slight dent in it. 
It 
is now thought not impossible th at the ball, 
after passing through the tight fitting coat 
and under-clothing of the President, spent its 
force in some of the layers of muscles. 
The 
weight of evidence all tends th at way now. 
Of course the surgeons will not take any 
chances in investigating for the ball so long 
as the President’s symptoms c mtinue favor­ 
able. 
The fact however of bis being so well, 
and continuirg to improve so steadily, argues 
that the ball could not have foiced through 
to any vital p a rt 
The discovery had the ef­ 
fect of allaying the doubts and fears of three 
who have looked cn the blackest side of the 
case from the first.
